3 CAPITAL. 


The Thermometer Beiling Like a 

5 Witel’s Caidrou—The Mupreme 

* Bench Appoiatment—A Little 
bpisode—Presidential Probabil- 
izies in 1894—A Waft Concern- 
ing Lindsay’s Marble Quarry. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., June 26, 

Editor Gazetie:—Perbaps a few 
throbs from the Heart of the na- 
tion would be relished by Neva- 
dans. Remember the thermome- 
ter is boiling to-day like a witch's 
caldron, aud it ie a genulae nip- 
and-tuck process to faruisb, coolly, 
interesting news uuder such cir- 
cumstances. Do not hold me 
vlosely to news relating, but let me 
“digress’’ considerably, as the good 
preachers say anon, and I will try 
and fill out a column or so of your 
clean looking sheet. 

Washington is quite passive to- 
day. Scarcely anyoue is to be seen 
on the streets. Those who have 
not scampered away to green bill- 
sides, babbling brooks and the sea- 
shores are sitting in their ‘ack par- 
lors, speculating lazily over va- 
rious ‘‘heat destroyers,’’ with their 
straw attachments, a3to who will 
be appointed on the Suprame 
Bench. A!l are more or less inter- 
ested in that event, including the 
‘“Jedges’ .and ‘Colonels’? that 
grace ‘‘Williard’s.”’ The man here 
who thinks he smells a postofice 
in the air and .the sweet-voiced 
Consular aspirant even would like 
toknow who Grover will lay his 
magisterial hand upon and say: 
** Hece homo!” 

I saw Grover and his iovely 
Magnetic partucr, wero returdaed 
list evening, riding out -to church 
this morning in true Demo- 
cratic simplicity, but ne didn’t give 
me any intimation by word or sign 
as to Who he should appoint, av I 
shall have to possess myself ia pa- 
tience like a good citizen until the 
fiat goes forth. 

All preceding Presidents, except 
Harrison and Taylor, bave had an 
opportunity to appoint a Supreme 
Court Justice. There have been 43 
Associate Justicés and seven Chief 
Justices of the Uuited States since 
the appointment of John Jay, of 
New York, the first incumbent 
who assumed the robes at Presi- 
dent Washington’s — solicitation. 
There isan inclination upon the part 
of President Cleveland to appoint a 
young man, so asto get more serv- 
ice out of him, for at sixty they’ 
may retire with pay. Though he 
prefers a young person he would 
not confine himself strictly to such 
a selection should it appear that 
some other person, who would be 
upon a perfect equality with his 
associates aud an Ornament to the 
bench by reason of his personal 
character, public repatation and 
judicial ability, could be found. It 
is geuerally conceded that Secretary 
Lamar furnishes the illustration of 
the exception to that desire upon 
the President’s part, be beiug in 
the sixties. 

The great Joseph Story was 
the youngest Chief Justice 
ever appointed, he boing’ but 
32. James Madison appointed 
him io 1811, and he_= served 
34 years—more than half his life, 
It is reported that Edward Everett 
ouce said, in speaking of legal at- 
tainments, that “To whatever 
height judicial learning may rise, 
there will always be one Story 
higher!”’ . 

Speaking of Secretary Lamar fe- 
minds me ofa liitle episode that 
occurred here last Winter illustra- 
tive of his penchant for doing things 
in an absent-minded, happy-go- 
lucky kind of a way. A certaio 
clerk in the architect’s offica at the 
Capitol, named Wood, was appealed 
to by an old colored man for bis 
‘‘influence’’ to get a position. ‘*You 
have come to the right man for ‘in- 
fluence,’ ’’ said Wood, a careless, 
impecunious wag, the terror of 
Washington landladies. “If there 
is anything [ am loaded down with 
it is ‘influence.’ My name upon a. 
}paper would secure you a place in 
the Cabinet.’”’ So Wood sat down 
aud wrote a jocose letter to Secre- 
tary Lamar, stating <Abe’s fine 
points-—that he wasn’t an “offen- 
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right. He’s in the right place now, 
and the time may come wheu he 
will prove a worthy successor to 
Mr, Cleveland, but it will not be 
next year; he has learued the poet's 
lesson of how to labor and to wait.

Perhaps 
the Maine magnet will tickle old 
dame Fortune more successfully 
next time.

That certainly was a dastardly 
trick. No well-trained earthquake 
would do suchathing: If it had 
only opener up a new ten-million 
silver lode, there would bave been 
s0 Ge sense iu it; butit is no respec- 
tor of persons nor their wishes.
